Will the ‘‘anti-war’’ agitation 
now sweeping like a great wave 
over the United States have the 
desired effect of bringing the ter- 
rible death struggle of five great 
world powers to a close? 


While diplomats of the United 
States are using every effort, ap- 
parently to bring about a culmina- 
tion of the war, it is generally ad- 
mitted that there is little possi- 
bility that the peace will be gotten 
until Germany is forced to bow 
to the feet of the allies or the al- 
lies are forced to acknowledge the 
military supremacy of the Teun- 


tonic empire. Dispatches from 
Russia indicate that it is the Czar’s 


intention to obliterate Germany 
as far as a military power is con- 
cerned. This is emphasized in the 
text of a message in which the 
Czar is quoted as having declared 
that as long ‘‘as he had a man, 
he would fight.’ 


England is in such a position 
that it is practically impossible 
for her to admit defeat. To admit 
Germany’s supremacy would 
mean the downfall of England’s 
sea power 

To Germany defeat would mean 
the destruction of her great mil- 
itary machine; a blow which 
every German citizen would con- 
sider worse than death. 

In the meantime the armies and 
navies of the powers involved are 
killing men and destroying crops; 
tying up commerce; and causing 
misery impossible for us in this 
“country to even imagine. Thous- 
ands of men have already per- 
ished. Many thousands more will 
perish. Each day adds to the 
death toll. Famine stalks through 
the war ridden countries. Wom- 
en and children are unprotected 
while husbands, sons and fathers 
and brothers are ground to pieces 
by vehicles of destruction. 

And yet there is no opportu- 
nity for the peacemaker to bring 
this to an end. I[t will continue 
until one or more countries of 
Europe will be 
of their youth. 
until one or more countries are 
financial wrecks. It will continue 
until death closes the life of the 
pick of Europe’s manhood. 

And -all this to keep several 
‘monarchs’ in life of ease.
